showing the probable value of the 
road is concerned. If the Mid- 
land would be worth that much to 


the Danville system, or any other system, 
it would be worth that much to the stock- 
holders who build it. With seven roads 
competing for its business here, it could 
assuredly make the best of traffic arrange- 
ments, and give Columbus and Atlanta the 
relief from the oppression of pools or monop- 
olies so urgently needed. 

There is less than $20,000 now left for At 
lanta to raise to make up the $100,000 that 
secures the Georgia Midland. Arrange- 
ments for building the road are now pro- 
gressipng in New York. When they are com- 
pleted Atlanta must elect without delay 
whether she will lose or capture this road. 
We bave no fear of the result. . 

One point made by Captain James is in- 
controveitible. The building of that road 
will add five per cent to t!e value of every 
piece of property in Atlanta. It would 
come nearer adding twenty-five per cent. 
Every railroad that has been built so far has 
done more than that. But if it adds only 
five per cent, it must be remembered that it 
saves a further decrease in value of perhaps 
double as much. There is no property- 
holder in Atlanta who cannot aftord to give 
24 per cent on the assessed value of his real 
estate, even if it were a total gift—which it 
is far from being—rather than see Atlanta 


lose the road.

How the party came by his wealth, whether 
inherited or self-accumulated, and whether inade 
by increase in value of land held or sold, by regu- 
lar farming, fruit-raising, or the raising of horses, 
cattle or hogs. If party has become wealthy in 
connection with ownership or sale of mineral or 
timber land, state that fact. 

4. Party’s nativity and political affiliations, with 
mention of any public officé held by him. 

5. How long he has been in the section where he 
Dow resides, ; 

6. The general condition of the roads and high- 
Ways in your county. 

We do not care to rob the Globe-Democrat 
of a single leaf of its laurels.

Two years afterward, for 
the first time since 1859, Georgia raised 
enough bread and meat tosupport all the 
people within her borders. Our present in- 
vestigation—now going on—covers the entire 
south. We are glad the Globe-Democrat has

Ifhedid not do thisof his own 
will, be was forced to do it by circumstances 
over which he had no control. A St. Louis 
reporter captured the colonel, the other day, 
and persuaded him to tell what he knew 
about beauty in general. 

According to this American Adonis, beauty 
is a mere matter of assertion. When some 
high authority pronounces somebody or 
something beautiful, the declaration is in- 
dorsed and a reputation for beauty is made. 
After Tennyson described the nose of his he- 
roine as ‘‘tip-tilted like the petal of a rose,”’ 
pug-noses became all the rage. Ladies even 
resorted to artificial means to make their 
noses turn up. In the days of Alexander the 
Great wry necks were fashionable, because 
Alexander had such 2 neck. Louis Napol- 
eon wore wide pantaloons because he was 
bow-legged, and while the world refused to 
follow the fashion, so far as legs were con- 
cerned, peg-top me veal el the mode. 
The advent of a distinguished foreigner with 
a bald head, many yearsago, made bald 
heads the style in New York. Even where 
a person possesses natural beauty in an emi- 
nent degree, the indorsement of a high au- 
thority is still necessary. Mrs. Langtry isa 
beauty, but she was considered more beauti- 
ful after the prince of Wales had expressed 
his opinion. London’s approval of Mary 
Anderson will have a similar effect. Colone! 
Smith mentioned pumerous instances of the 
kind, but, with becoming modesty, refrained 
from giving the history of his own case. It 
is possible that the colonel is the only gen- 
vine professional beauty who has won his 
place at the head of the procession by sheer 
merit alone. 


What to Read. 

The discussion started by an English 

weekly—-the Pall Mall Gazette, we believe—-in 
regard to the books that should be read by a 
British workingman in order to secure a lib- 
amusing and 
instructive. Sir John Lubbock’s list of one 
bundred books has already been printed in 
THE CONSTITUTION, and no doubt our read- 
ers have been amused at the innocence anc 
unconsciousness with which Sir John recom- 
mends books for workingmen that even cul- 
tured men would feel inclined to avoid. 
But Sir John Lubbock is mot the only one 
open to criticism in thisrespect. Every con- 
tributor to the list, with perhaps the excep- 
tion of William Morris and Wilkie Collins, 
take pains to advertise themselves as cranks 
and pedants. It isa very poor sort of per- 
son who cannot get along at this time of day 
without help from theclassics. Translations 
from the Greek and Latin authors fourm no 
part of a liberal education. Indeed, we 
should think that such translations are to be 
avoided, since they pretend to be what they 
are not. As for the originals, any pedagogue 
will tell you that (‘reek and Latin are taught 
in colleges now,not tor the purpose of making 
the student acquainted with dead and buried 
literature, but for the purpose of disciplin- 
ing the mind. Some of the pedagogues, in- 
deed, maintain that they teach Latin and 
Greek metely to give their pupils a speaking 
acquaintance with English grammar. It 
need not be said here that a student who 
knows nothing of English grammar except 
what he has learned in Latin grammars, can 
never write good English. But this has 
nothing whatever todo with the question, 
what ought to be read? 

There are English authors as classic as any 
of the anthors who wrote in the dead lan- 
guages, and far more wortby of study. There 
is the Bible, there is the Shakspeare litera- 
ture, there is the Pilgrim’s Vrogress, there is 
the Vicar of Wakefield, there is (inlliver’s 
Travels. These masterpieces are hopelessly 
English, and they are all the better on that 
account. We would not undervalue the im- 
portance of the dead languages for those who 
desire to acquire them, or who desire to be- 
come acquainted -with the literature that 
lies buried in them, but if it is a question 
of reading translations from these, or of 
reading the masterpieces of English litera- 
ture, there is no sensible person but would 
let the translations go. 

The truth of the business is that the lists 
printed in the Pall Mall Gazette are scarcely 
worth considering. They are made up of 
people who pretend to be cultured, and mod- 
ern culture is made up of a bundle of social 
and literary affectations. It is inipossible, 
for instance, that Sir John Lubbock should 
have ever read the books contained in his 
own list. No person could digest them and 
keep out of the lunatic asylum. No healthy 
mind would make the attempt; and a “‘Brit- 
ish workingman’”’ might go over them a doz- 
en times and still be as far from a liberal ed- 
ucation as when he begun. It is supposed 
that the British workingman already has an 
occupation whereby he makes his bread and 
butter, or to put it in British lingo, whereby 
he may get his rum and his bread, and if he 
is to read at all, he can only cultivate his 
mind by reading something that will inter- 
est him. This is the theory of Mr. Wilkie 
Collins, who suggests Scott, Dickens, Marry- 
att and Cooper. We are of the opinion that 
the theory isa true one—that is to say, a 
practical one, for whatever book is begun 
must be shortly thrown aside if it possesses 
no interest. This, we think, shonld be the 
test of a book. And we say this because the 
most uncultured mind will find the master- 
pieces of English literature more interesting 
than the dime novels and yellow-back liter- 
ature of the hour.

This makes the annual outlay 
pearly $250,000. There are about 1,500 innistes, 
and more applicants for whom there is no room. 
No charge is made for patients, as formerly. It 
will be seen thatthe cost per capita is about $125 a 
year. The $250,000 extra appropriations’ were for 
bnildingtwo annexes—one for convalescents and 
the other for colored patients. “The past few 
years has witnessed,” said a gentleman Con- 
versent with the facts, “a revolution in 
the treatment of insane in the Georgia asylum. 
Moral svasion and kindness have taken the place 
of harsher medns- The crib bedstead, the strait 
ackct, the shower baths and other devices of re- 
fined torture are almost unknown. You might be 
taken into the perlor of the asylum any night after 
supper and you would not see the slightest differ- 
ence between the ladies and gentlemen gathered 
there and a similar assembly in any other parior. 
You would hear as good music, as intelligent con- 
versation as you would hear anywhere. Of course 
the idiots and more violent patients are not to be 
seen there. Matronus or nurses walk through the 
parlors, and if they note anyone becoming excited 
they quietly remove the person so affected before 
there is any scene. It isa curious study—a night 
in the parlor or corridor of the Georgia asylum.” 


THE CONSTITUTION has about sixty subscribers in 
the asylum, and has no more appreciative readers 
anywhere. They anxiously await the mail that 
brings their favorite paper, and read the news with 


great eagerness. I now have a letter from 
one of the patients, asking if THE

thetically adds: ‘‘I would be glad to write you au- 
other letter, though I am forbidden to think.”

from interfering with the business in any manner, 
Julins Menko, the manager, was directed to turn 
over to the receiver all money, books, accounts and

‘The exact causes of Mr. Menko’s troubles are not 
known. It is understood, however, that he pu: 
chased a little too extensively and that business 
was Dot as briskasbe anticipated. His creditors 
i the cast became uneasy and in order to protect 
themselves asked forthe receiver, Mesers.

But death had set hisseal upon him, and the 
tongue which had so often told her of his love had 
been stilled forever. Her tear bedimmed eyes told 
the anguish of her heart, and as she pressed her 
lips to his and begged him piteously to speak to 
her, the scene was enough totouch the stoutest 
heart. 

A moment later Dr. Worsham, who resides ncxt 
door, came in and upon his arrival Mrs. Fitzgibbon 
was led away by friends and the dying man was 
leftin the hands of the physician, but the wound 
was fata), and half an hour later Mr. Fitzgibbon 
breathed his last.

It is said that with 
the exception of Rev. Sam Smali, he has no supe- 
rior in Georgia asa stenographer, and Mr. Small 
excelled him not inspeed but in the neat formation 
of characters. Mr. Fitzgibbon was raised in At- 
Janta where his mother and sister now live. Mrs. 
Fitzgibbon’s relatives also reside there and his re 
maips will be taken tothat city for interment. 

He was popular and highly festeemed in 
Macon, and was especially liked and admired by 
ihe attorneys with whom his business brought him 
in contact. He leaves his tamily in a destitute 
condition, though, were it possible to collect 
amounts due him, there® would be something lelt 
over after his liabilitieswere paid.

Pacific coast states contribute 
four senators who reckon their possessions 
with from seven to eight figures. Leland 
Stanford, the new senator from California, is 
the richest man in congress, and is reputed 
to be worth more than $50,000,000. One 
writer lately stated that his wealth 
is equal tothe combined fortunes of all the 
other members of the senate, but exact calcu- 
lations in these matters by outsiders are 
rather difficult. Heis president of the Cen- 
tral Pacific failroad and is entitled to the 
principal credit for securing the first railroad 
seross the continent. He hus served as gov- 
ernor of the state, and is a man of large ex- 
perience in political and financial affairs. He 
5s anative of New York. Physically Senator 
‘Stanford isa fine specimen of manhood. He 
Hs above the usual height, broad chested, with 
an erect carriage. His countenance is firm 
but pleasing, and his manners courtly and ur- 
bane in the extreme. Purse pride is an im- 
perfection he has altogether escaped, His 
charity and kindness have attached the people 
of the Pacific coast to him in an extraordinary 
degree. Of the arts Mr. Stanford is a_ liberal 
patron, and his magnificént residence in San 
Francisco is the receptacle of many fine pic- 
tures. Heisthe owner of a large stable of 
blooded horses, and is the author of a hand- 
semely illustrated book entitled ‘Phe Hors 
in Motion.” He has-seven fine horses in 
Yashington, among which are handsome 
pair of blacks with long tails, said to be the 
largest span of carriage horses ever seen here. 
Senator Stanford has not yet made his maiden 
speech, and it is stated that 
he does not find the duties of public life 
very congenial, A local paper at the capital 
recently started a little boomlet for Stanford 
asthe republican candidate for president in

John P. Jones, the senior, isnow serving his 
second term, having been more or less prouai- 
nent as a specialfriend of General Grant du- 
ring the latter’s occupancy in thewhite house. 
“nator Jones is an Englishman by birth, and 
bas been engaged in mining operations in the 
west about twenty years. During his first 
term in the senate he met with some heavy 
iosses, and Was conspicuous for (uite a period 
for his absence from his seat; attending to bu- 
siness at home, causing the republicans much 
uneasiness over the loss of his 
vote at the time when the 
senate Was so nearlya tie. Within a few 
years past he has recovered his lost ground 
hnancially, and it is said that newly devel- 
oped mining properties are rapidly making 
him richer than ever. He isa hard worker in 
the senate and a good talker on some subjects. 
particularly the silver question. His brother 
1S postmaster at Cleveland, Ohio. James G. 
Fair, Nevada’s junior senator, is next to Stan- 
ford, probably the richest man in congress. He 
18 an Irishman,-born in Belfast, and came to 
this country in 1843. His business education 
was acquired in Chicago, and in the gold ex- 
citement of 49 went tothe Pacific coast. In 1860 
he went to Nevada, and shortly afterwards 
became one of the famous bonanza firm of 
Mackay, Flood & O’Brien. The former is now 
credited with an ambition to succeed Fair in 
the senate, and there may be a fierce battle of 
the financial giants in - the sage brush state 
next year. In the senate he never opens his 
mouth, but he pays a good deal of attention to 
the proceedings and makes some good sugges- 
tions in committee. He never enters socisty, 
and is absent from Washington a great deal. 
Senator Palmer, of Michigan, is one of the 
most conspicuous of the millionzire senators, 
and is one of the most indolent. His millions 
were made in the lumber trade and land 
speculations. He is, barring his laziness 
a splendid tyre of the successful west

and is inclined to woman suffrage. The fine 
new house he has just finished will be the 
scene of many social events, as he is one of the 
best entertainers in Washington.

He has never gotten up early in 
his life, and has never worn himself out going 
through the motions of trying to convince his 
friends that he is energetic. His good fortune 
has come to him while he has sat in a stuffed 
chair smoking a comfortable cigar, calmly 
Waiting for it to arrive.

EHO COMGTeN, and eansequently mates 

Up the loss by having an unusual number of 
pets about his house. Joseph Emerson Brown 
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—old “Joe” Brown, as he is familiarly cal!ei— 
is another of the millionaire senators, ani one 
of the most conspicous figures Oh the floor of 
that body. He looks eighty years of age 
through in reality he is but sixty-five. There 
is a certain patriarelial look about him, which 
at once attracts attention. He has a long, sil- 
very beard; the top of his head is almost bald, 
and his hair is of that smooth, lank and oily 
kind which in the popular mind is generally 
associated with a certain odor of sactity. Sena- 
tor Brown is a self-made man and a born sche- 
mer. His life has been passed in the midst of 


stirring events, in which he himself wasa | 


principal actor, and remarkable success has 
always crowned his contests with political com- 
petitors and the world at large. They say he 
has an ambition to be president. He is worth 
two or three millions, mostly made in railrcads 
and fortunate speculations, - 

Senator Payne, of Ohio, is a three or foar 
times millionaire, and is at present under 4 
cloud. It does not follow that because a mtn 
is wealthy he buys his political honors and 
charges of this character are not often sustain- 
ed. The worstthat ever happens in this di- 
rection, except in the case of “Old Subsidy 
Pomeroy, is the Scotch verdict, “guilty but not 
proven.” Ingalls, of Kansas, had a loud eall 
three or four years ago, after his second elec- 
tion, yet he is not a wealthy man and at mo3t 
could only have benefitted by the use of some 
other man’s money. Senator Payneis a man 
whose preferment might naturally coins as 
the result of recognized ability and «natlifica- 
tions. He was a member of the electoral 
commission that defeated Mr. Tilden for 
the presidency. The latter once said that Payne 

-as the best railroad lawyer he ever knew. Ife 
is tall and slender and. like Senator Valmer, &@ 
creat pedestrian. His reading ha3 been exten- 
sive and he possesses a wonderful memory. He 
is aflable in manncrand cutertaining im cous 
versation. Don Cameron, of Pennsyivania, 
another of the millionaires, is the son of his 
father, Simon. Partly for this reason and 
partly because he is a shrewd politician and 
business man on his own hook, he has b2en 
one cf the most influential senators. He has 
been concerned in large business interests —rail- 
roads, banks, ete., from very early life through 
which he has made, with the aid of the author 
of “thumbs up” his five or six millions, At the 
age of 33 was secreaary of war under Grant. 
He isa born politician, but has somewhat 
withdrawn from factive politics during the 
past two or three years on account of ill 
health. This winter he was thought to have 
recovered entirely, and has been regularly in 
his seat, but within the last two weeks the old 
difficulty has returned and he contemplates a 
trip south to remain until warm weather. He 
is not a genial or affable man in his inter- 
course with others, but is often quite bearish. 

“Tom’’ Bowen, of Colorado, is one more of 
the senators who has seen a good deal of the 
struggle of life, and finally conquered fortune 
in the lottery of mining. When he was 
elected senator his wealth was estimated at 
several millions, but it has since been said 
that he never really possessed a clean million 
until the recent ‘‘finds’” in newly developed 
mining properties of which he is part owner. 
Tom is a lawyer, a politician and a good poker 
player, and looks like a Methodist minister. 
He lived at one time in Kansas, 
and “hustled” with “the boys” for 
political and other odd jobs. From 
there he drifted to Arkansas, where he wore 
the unsullied eminence of the supreme bench, 
aud later had a bout with Dorsey forthe sena- 
torship, in which he came out second best. 
Then he went for Colorado and a bonanza. 
Unlike his predecessor in the senate, Tabor, he 
is unostentatious and reserved, and does uot

fashionable society, isa princeof good fellows, 
gallant and courteous, and in politics rather 
sly. He isa little over fifty, bat doesn’t look 
it. He is a fluent talker, and 
credited with the purpose of making 
a big speech on the silver ques- 
tion when the subject gets warmed up. Sen- 
ator Plumb, of Kansas, is not the possessor of 
so much of the “root” as some of the others 
mentioned here, but he may be classed among 
the millionaires. He has investments in Kan- 
sas lands ard kindred property which are 
rapidly developing into the mystic seven fig- 
ures. Heisa plain, practical man, with an 
air of business about him tlat c the 
shrewd western possessor of braius and pash. 
Society bas no attraction for him, but polities 
and his duties as chairman of the senate 
committee on publie lan?3 1"). 
sorb his attention. In his ¢a 
cays he learned the printing art, ani! here : 1 
Washington he has been the staunva friend f 
“the boys” in the government printing ofiice. 
He speaks often on the floor of the senate, al- 
ways to the peint, and is generally seen with 
bis hands in his peckets. 

When Senator Sabin, of Minnesota, was first 
elected to the scat of Mr. Windom he was re- 
ported the owner of several millions, but the 
embarrassments shortly after overtaking some 
of the enterprises in which he was interested 
led to a considerable shrinkage of the esti- 
mates. Heis, however, a wealthy man, and 
one of remarkable business ability. He 
wears a moustache second only to that of Gen- 
eral Logan, and is regarded as one of the hand- 
smest men in the senate. Senator John Sher- 
man is probably worth two or three millions 
of dollars, which he has made in Washington 
real estate, stocks and other similar invest- 
ments, including politics, all within the few 
years since he entered public life. He is long- 
headed and sly, and, next to Joe Brown, the 
most ‘‘close-fisted” manin thesenate. Senator 
Eugene Hale, of Maine. is also rich, partly 
through his wife, who inherited a large fortune 
from her father,the late Zach Chandler. Among 
the southern senators large fortunes are not 
common in these post bellum times. Senator 
Camdon, of West Virginia, is one of the wealth- 
iest, his fortune being rated at five millions, 
largely made in Standard oil. Both the Louis- 
iana senators are rated millionaires, though 
probably neither could actually pass the seven 
figure mile post. Senator Gibson inherited and 
married wealth, and has augmented it by ju- 
dicious management of his plantations. Sena- 
tor Eustice is a polished scholarly lawyer and 
politician, who married a very wealthy lady 
and takes good care of her money. 

In the lower house of congress there are 
many rich men, but the number of those who 
employ the seventh digit to express their 
worldly possessions is comparatively small. 
The richest man in that body is William L. 
Scott, of Pennsylvania, or “Bill” Scott, as he 
is called in Erie, where he lives, He is worth 
$15,000,000 or $20,000,000, they say, and is a 
democrat all over. He has been a warm friend 
of Mr. Tilden, and thought he should have 
been nominated in 1880 instead of Mr. Hancock, 
though he spent $100,000 to help the latter 
in that campaign. His own election from 
a republican district in 1&84 cost a large 
sum in one way and another, and he don’t 
talk as though he wanted another term. He 
is long-headed and practical, and has made his 
money in railroads, coal and iron. Rather un- 
der medium size, he looks young for his age, 
is a good talker, with a rather high pitched 
voice, and entertains handsomely. His daugh- 
ier, Mrs. Townsend, is one of the leaders in 
Washington society. He was born in Wash- 
ington, and served as page in the house whena 
hoy. Abram 8. Hewitt, of New York, isa large 
Iron manufacturer and interested in various 
business enterprises, in which he has made a 
large fortune,in addition to that in which he and 
his wife inherited. The late Peter Cooper was the 
father of Mrs. Hewitt. He is one of the ablest men 
in congress, and but for his physical ailments, 
dyspepsia and insomnia, would be qualified to 
lead the majorfty side of the house. These 
inflictions, however, have produced in him a 
rather irascible temper, thongh he is naturally 
® genial, sociable man, of fine artistic tastes 
and a good talker, Representative Mitchell, 
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of Connecticut, is said to be worth four 
millions, made from his manufactur- 
ing interests. Perry Belmont, of 
New. York, belongs to a family of mil- 
lionaires, and will be one himself, if he is not 
already. His father, —- is the America 
agent cf the famous Rothschilds, and is w 
twenty millions or more. The Belmonts are 
great «dmirers of Secretary Bayard, and the 
elder proposed to the last democratic national 
convention to guarantee the state of New York 
to the ticket if Bayard was nominated, and
